cent, which will add about $4,000,000 to 
its annual par-roll. This Is a just bnt 
politic move, at It will forestall a like 
demand from the employee*. They have 
been working fall time at fall wages, 
which were considered entirely satisfac- 
tory two or three years &AO. Since that 
time, however, the .price of living has 
materially Increased, the iteel corporation 
is making greater profits, and it is but 
lair that the wages should be raited.

On the left-hand page be pasted the clip- 
pings in two columns, first in Greek and 
Latir. 
On the light hand he put the 


French and the English version, making 
four finely printed columns in Greek, 
Latin French and English. There are 
marginal note* in Jefferson'* own hand- 
writing, with a table In front giving the 
page* and citing the chapters and v erses 
from which the clippings are taken. 
He 


omitted everything of a miraculous nature, 
confining the clippings to the teaching* of 
Jeslu. 


In the concluding' verse of the work, 


according to Representative Locey, who 
hat made a study of the volume, Jefferson 
combined two verses, as follows: 


John, jii: 42: There they laid Jesus. 
Matthew, xxvii: 60: « * • and • 


* * rolled a great stone to the door of 
the sepulchre, and departed. 


Jefferson, being a free thinker, burled 


Jesus forever in the grave and gave no 
hope of "the resurrection and the life."

Miasonri mine* by Eastern capitalists Is 
only part ol a plan to form a trust to con- 
trol the coal output of the United State*."

Judge 
Fennypacker's willingness to 


accept the Republican nomination for 
Governor is one of the most remarkable 
events of Pennsylvania politics. It is the 
first time he has ever consented to ran for 
office. 
The one passion of his life is that 


of an antiquary. He is one of the most 
earnest investigators of Fennyslvanla his- 
tory to be found in the country. His his- 
tory of Germantown went out of print in 
eleven days and advanced from the first 
selling piice of $3 to $26. His library of 
Pennsylvania histqry is not equalled by 
any other private collection in tho' State, 
and in many respects it exceeds that 
possessed by the Pennsylvania Historical 
Society. He has never had the slightest 
sympathy with anything that savored of 
politics. Only a few days he explained his 
acceptance of the nomination by saying: 
"I don't want it; I realize that it will pre- 
vent me from writing or studying during 
my whole term of office, and that I shall 
be obliged to lay down, for a time at least, 
what has been one of the greatest pleas- 
ures of my life—historical investigation. 
But Pennsylvania is one of the greatest 
commonwealths in this Union, and to be 
tendered what means practically the elec- 
tion to its Governorship is an honor no 
man could refuse. He would be unjust to 
himself and unpatriotic to his state." 
How little be knows or cares for tbe prac- 
tical gam* of politics is best illustrated by 
an incident that occurred three days be 
fore the Bepublican State Convention. A 
delegation called at his office to confer 
with him relative to the platform and the 
"3618118 of his nomination. 
He told them 


it would be impossible to hold any confer-

POLES UKl'LACCD AFTBtt AK 1NJUNCTIOS Ot 


uaunt WAS aiiA»Tii»—LAW SUITS ijiSTi- 
TUTKU—STOBT OF TUB TUOUBLB. 
Armed with an injuetion restraining the 


Pennsylvania Railroad Company from in- 
terference, work was resumed at Ooydpn 
on Monday morning and the trolley poles 
and wires torn down during the riot of last 
Thursday were replaced. No resistance 
was offered and by noon the coles were re- 
planted in the disputed territory and the 
wires re-strung. 


The power house of the Philadelphia 


and Bristol Passenger Railway Company 
at Bridgewater bus boBff;turned over to a 
corporation entitled The Bucks County 
Heat. Light A Power Company. They have 
the contract to furnish the power for tbe 
stretch of trolley road that runs from 
Jlosson's corner, Bath and Otter streets, 
Bristol, to the Oroydon station. To trans- 
mit the current it became necessary to 
place poles and wires across the alleged 
private property in the rear of the station, 
in order to connect the power house with 
tbe Bristol end of tbe road. 
It was while 


engaged in the work of placing poles upon 
the disputed ground that tbe riot occurred 
last Thursday morning. 


THURSDAY'S RIOT. 


The riot which occurred at daybreak 


lasv Thursday morning was a serious affair, 
and as a result several law suits citing 
riot and charging individual cases of 
assault and battery have been instituted. 
During the melee Contractor James L. 
Frazer had his arm broken by -being bit 
with the edge of a plank in the hands of 
an Italian and Superintendent W. R. 
Molinard was assaulted and suffered sev- 
eral painful Injuries. 


The correct story of the fracas which 


was hastily mentioned in the Gazette last 
week is as follows: 
Meessrs. Molinard 


and Frazer with twenty-eight me n started 
before daybreak on last Thursday morn- 
ing to place the poles and wires at Oroy- 
don. About three o'clock, after the poles 
were up and the wire cables strung a 
wrecking train with about fifty men from 
Tacony appeared upon the scene, under 
the leadership of J. J. Rhodes, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company supervisor. 


For about an hour Messrs. Molinard and 


Frazer and their men, kept the railroad 
gang at bay. Four men were placeed at 
each pole and every attempt of Rhodes 
and his crew to destroy the property was 
effectually resisted. Mr. Moliaard told 
the snperlvsor that he believed he was act- 
ing clearly within his right and intended 
to defend tho property until the end. 
Rhodes withdrew his men and went to the 
telegraph office in the Ooydon station, 
evidently to get orders either from Jersey 
City or Broad street. 
When ha came out 


he sent the wrecking train to Bristol and 
in about an hour it returned with fully 200 
Italian laborers. 
Rhodes' forces were 


then marshalled and divided into squaas 
and the attack renewed at several points. 
A large, heavy iron book attached to a 
rope was given one of tbe Italians and a 
circle of his companions formed about 
him. Mr. Molinard watched the many 
attempts to cast the hook over tbe wires. 
At last the huok was landed over the 
cablo, the hook end hanging down about 
two feet. Mr. Molinard, who was formerly 
a college athlete and a member of a foot 
ball team, broke through the circle of 
Italians and Rrabbed the rope from the 
Italian's hand and gave it a sharp jerk 
which snapped the hook back off the wire, 
la its descent it struck an Italian in the 
bond cutting him across the forehead. 
The injured man was carried to the 
wrecking train. 
His companions became 


infuriated and a general mix-up followed. 
Mr. Molinard was struck a violent blow in 
the side and was thrown to the grownd. 
While his back was turned another Italian 
approacfTed from the rear and with a 
heavy plank, turned edge ways had it up- 
lifted and was in the act of striking the 
Superintendent upon the head, when Mr. 
Frazer saw the peril, rushed to his aid and 
threw out his arm just in time to receive 
the full force of the stroke. The blow 
broke his arm 
between the wrist and 


elbow. 


Seeing that furlier resistance was 


less, 
the 
trolley crew 
withdrew and 


watched the destruction of the work. 
After the poles were down, the railroad 
men with axes proceeded to place the wire 
cables across poles and cut them up into 
ihort lengths. Mr. Molicard protested 
against the wanton destruction, but the 
men could not be stayed until the work 
was completed. 
SUITS AGAINST RHODES AND HIS 


MEN. 


Saturday Superintendent Molinard ch- 


ained an injuetion from Judge Weand, ol 
t'ie Montgomery county court, who is act- 
ng for Judge Yerkes during the letter's 
absence, and the work of replacing the 
poles was completed on Monday without 
molestation. 


On Monday warrants were issued for 


the arrest of J. J. Rhodes and were servec 
by Constable Robert Clark. W. Robin- 
son Molinard, in the information, charges 
Rhodes with riot; that he together with a 
large number of others, numbering more 
than 150 persons, all whom names are 
unknown, on the 3rd of July, in Bristo 
township, 
with axes, clubs and otlie: 


things and with force and violence in f 
riotous and tumultuous manner, to thi 
terror of the neighborhood, did tear down 
and destroy the poles and wires' of the 
Bucks County Light, 
Heat and Power 


Company and did then and there violently 
beat, assault and wound W. Robinson 
Molinard, James L. Frazer and Fred 
Wink, employes of the contractor, who 
were constructing the line and works of 
the said power company and did break and 
fracture the arm of said James L. Frazer 
and other wrongs and injuries did inflict 
upon them and other employes of said 
contractors and company, to the disturb- 
ance of pnblic peace and to tha harm and 
danger of divers citizens of the Common- 
wealth. 


The defendants by their counsel, Henry 


Lear, Esq., of Doylestown, And in person 
appeared in 'Squire Booz's conrt and 
waived a hearing. The defendants are J. 
J. Rhodes, P. J. McFadden, John Fletch- 
er, William Hartshorn, 
Alfred Heald, 


Rager Ferry and five Italians. Ball was 
required in the sum of $1000 {or each to 
appear at court, Henry L. Gaw, Jr., be- 
coming surety. 


Mr. Molinard also entered suit against 


Felice Gragnaotno, charging assault and 
battery, Ariking w4|b feet, grasping by 
neck anjpnttempting to choke and throw- 
Ing vioSlntly-to the ground. ' Hearing in 
this ope was also waived and Mr. Gaw 
became surety for $300. 
-

MILITARY PARADISE 


HOW GOVERNORS ISLAND, NEW YORK, 


WILL BE TRANSFORMED. 


Vlana Provide For MaklBsr It the 


Flaest Armr Post In the Conmtir. 
Old Bnlldiasr* to Be Hue* and Retr 
One* Krectcd. 
*" 


Governors Island, the military reser- 


vation in upper New York bay. Is to 
be more than doubled In size and trans- 
formed into the finest army post In the 
country. When the plans for Improv- 
ing the post which have been approved 
by Secretary Boot, are fully executed, 
it will be as though nearly every build- 
ing now on the island bad been swept 
away and the war department had 
planned its post for entirely new 
ground. 


It Is tbe intention of tbe war de- 


partment to have a full regiment on 
duty at Governors Island all the time. 
In time of war with a foreign nation 
facilities will be afforded for taking 
care of a brigade in tents. There will 
be deep water docks, and transports 
can load and unload right at the gov- 
ernment piers. There will be ware- 
houses for storing provisions and oth- 
er stores intended for shipment and 
tbe general jjse of the army. 


Tbe improvements provide for an 


outlay 0^11,695,000. They contemplate 
an addition of sixty acres to the pres- 
ent area, so that the new Island will 
be 150 acres in extent On the north- 
west corner of the island Is the an- 
cient Castle Williams, a brick fort with 
three tiers of casemates. To tbe south 
are Fort Columbus and the quarters 
for officers and men. 


Fort Columbus is in tbe center of the 


island. Here Is quartered a company 
of artillery. This fort and Castle Wil- 
liams will be preserved alone out of 
the large assortment ot structures be. 
longing to the post Castle Williams 
Is an army prison and IB valuable to 
the government for both material and 
sentimental considerations. 
It was 


erected in 1811 and Is one of tbe most 
Interesting sights in Mew York har- 
bor. 


The other buildings were erected at 


different times, and no effort was made 
to have them conform to any general- 
ly harmonious scheme. 
The island 


was turned over to the federal govero-

ment by New Tork city at a critical 
period of tbe nation's history. It was 
about the year 1808, when war was 
threatened with Great Britain. 


The work means the construction of 


6.800 linear feet of crib dike work. It 
means, too, that tbe space so Inclosed 
will require more than 4,000,000 cubic 
yards of sand to fill It It means de- 
cided improvements all along the wa- 
ter front of tbe present island, with a 
new wharf and Increased depth of wa- 
ter near Castle Williams. It Is planned 
to reclaim about sixty acres from the 
bay. The greater port of tbe rock now- 
being taken from the New Tork rapid 
transit subway Is being dumped Into 
the bay for the purposes of this recla- 
mation. 


According to the plans which have 


been perfected, all the remnants of 
buildings left from the various regimes 
through which tbe Island has passed 
will be torn down In time. The struc- 
tures which will take their places will 
skirt the Island all the way around it 


The buildings which will be used for 


quarters for officers and men will con- 
form to the* plans utilized for other 
posts recently equipped by the gov- 
ernment Each captain's house occu- 
pies Just so much room and likewise as 
to the other officers. It Is planned that 
the commanding officer of the depart- 
ment of the east, who Is located on tbe 
Island, shall have quarters befitting his 
rank and that a modern building shall 
be erected for tbe headquarters them- 
selves. 


PD tbe easterly side of theJsland will 


be a line of wharfs. Great storehouses 
will be erected on these wharfs to be 
filled with provisions In case of war. 
These piers will enable transports to 
take on and land troops, arms and am- 
munition with the greatest possible 
speed. The wharfs and stores win, In 
brief, give accommodations for every 
branch of the army'service of tbe 
United States. They will entirely ob- 
viate the difficulties encountered dur- 
ing the war with Spain in tbe matter 
of receiving and landing troops and 
stores. 
— 


At the present time tbe island ac- 


commodates only 400 men. The new 
plans will afford accommodations for 
1,200 men, or a full regiment, perma- 
nently. Inside of the grand circle of 
buildings will be a great open plain 
for use as a parade ground In times of 
peace, but affording room for the en- 
campment of a full brigade in time of 
war or of a mobilization of troops for 
any purpose.
